Reference is made to my memorandum to you of Febru- 
ary 14, 1952, and your letter to me of March 5, 1952, 
having to do with a request for certain CIA fiscal 
information. 

As you know, following your letter, we drafted a 
report in which certain fiscal references were included 
which you considered objectionable. We discussed this on 
the telephone, and I told you that we would reexamine the 
report and see if we could work out some amendments which 
would eliminate your objections. Such reexamination, how- — 
ever, has made us feel that the references in question are 
an essential part of the report and that we are consequently [ 
faced with either scrapping the report or submitting it with J 
the references. I am en closing a short memo dated April 
1952, myself — Subject: "Report on 
Social Science Research" — which spells out briefly son© 
of the reasons underlying this conclusion. 

As I have told you, only a few people on our Staff, 
plus Allen Dulles, and yourself, have seen the report to 
date. Some of the conclusions, however, have been discussed 
on hypothetical figures with various Government and Founda- 
tion people who are in this field of research and who are 
familiar with many of the various Government projects. The 
ideas were so well received that we feel justified in want- 
ing to place the report before individuals who are in a 
position to do something about it. Our main desire, of 
course, is to submit it for PSB consideration.

It would seem to 
me that a group as limited as this and as carefully selected 
should cause no worry, while it would give us the opportunity 
to submit to the proper people carefully prepared conclusions 
on what we believe to be an important subject.
